Claims 3-9 and 12-16 (renumbered 1-12) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

An installation on a scanner for increasing a scanning range along an axial direction of a 
light source, comprising: 

a light source having a light axis, wherein the light source provides a light beam 
necessary for scanning a document; and 

a transparent glass panel for holding the document and permitting passage of light from 
the light source so that a scan image of the document can be ultimately obtained, wherein the 
transparent glass panel has a coating thereon for lowering light transparency near mid-portion of 
the light axis relative to either end of the light axis, wherein the coating is formed using a single 
layer of coating material but having a variable thickness across the transparent glass panel. 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
